He had alwavs been i 
devoted to his wife, and her affliction 
troubled him greatly.

contains from Go to 75 per cent pur« 
Iron. 
The ltablrfte ore deposits near Fara- 
cu are osijimtfed p» be able to cover 
the world’s annual needs, say 50,000,* 
000 tons, for sixteen years. 
In seven 
other siab-s of Brazil high grade ore 
Is found and medium grade ore in all 
the otlmr states. 
The ore deposits in 
Minas Hemes »re situated some 300 
mllm from the coast, but the govern­ 
ment is about to lay down a railroad 
to the port of Victoria, north of Rio 
Ja neiro, 
Brazil would bo the richest iron pro- 
ducijig country of the future, the re­ 
port C’oueludes, if It possessed coal .sup­ 
plies in corresponding quantities. That 
is, however, not the case, and as hy­ 
draulic flower is also scarce in the ore 
fields Brazil cannot hope to rise to the 
first rank, although it w ill alw ays oc­ 
cupy a prominent position as au iron 
producing country.
